OUR FOREST WEALTH, 








‘The forests of the Eastern Provinces of British 
Worth America have, perhaps more than any 
other resource, contributed to the | commercial 
and maritime status attained by these Provinces, 
Nova Scotia, New Bronswick, Pringe Edward’¢ 
Asland, have all.exported enormous qnantities: of 
timber in various forms, It is only more recent, 
ly that New Foundland has undertaken the de: 
velopment of this resource. Canada, perhaps 
more than any of her sister Provinces, stands 
indebted to this source of wealth for her present 
proud position. For many years timber was her 
staple article of export During winter the sound 
of the lumberman’s axe might be heard throagh+ 
got the length and breadth of her mighty forests, 
while the crack of the teamster’s whip saluted 
the ear at every turn. With the opening spring: 
might be seen the thousands, nay! millions, ‘uf 
magvificent sticks of squared oak and pine, being 
carried down towards Quebec, the great timber! 
mart, upon the bosom of ¢fery river and stream- 
let. by which her teeming acres are watered. 
Much of that timber had to be hauled as far as 
6, 8, and even 12 miles before reaching the! 
water by which it was to be borne down to the! 
seaboard ; and notwithstanding the great expense. 
and risk which attended the work of reaching’ 
Quebec, the lomber business was sifficiently lu-' 
erative to command mach of the capital and at-; 
terition of almost every class. The axeman found 
steady employment. over winter in the forest ; 
the farmer found a ready market for his surplus’ 
produce, employment for bis teams, and, per- 
haps, for his grown-up sons. The country mer- 
chant looked to the lamberman as his chief win- 
ter-custumer, and in very many cases supplied 
him with the sinews of war, he himself, in turn, | 
Jeaning for support upon the head house in Qne- 
bec to whom the timber would be consigned. 
So universal and extensive did the manufacture | 
of square timber and staves at one period become} 
that it was the main-spring of the trade and cot- 
merce. of that lurge and now wealthy Province. 
Although. there has been a falling off in the |. 
mavufucture of square timber, owing to the ex- 
hanstion of the more available forests, the manu- | 
facture of sawed lumber has perhaps increased 
Canada bas now some- 
thing more than 2000 say+mills of a greater or 
Jess capacity, some of these cutting 250,000 feet 
per diem. We-have indulged in these remarks 
by way of impressing upon our readers the para- 
mount importance of turning early attention in 
this colony to a resource the development of 
which has done so very much for those Provinces 
watered by the Atlantic.. It is trae British Col- 















































Offer ; but she has, what is perhaps still better, 
an alinost inexhaustable supply of fir, uneqnalled 
for size and quality in any other part of the known 
world! This may appear to be a somewhat bold 
assertion ; and yet we think it will stand the test 
of rigid scrutiny. -In 1862 the Douglas Fir was | 
carefully experimeyted upon by Mr. William 
Wilson Saunders, F. R. S., of Lloyds. Jt was 
found that the specimen from British Columbia 
withstood a pressure of 280 lbs., while the Cana- 
dian pire broke with 168 |bs., with this differ- 
ence also in favor of the former, that it yielded 
unwillingly, with a rough and long rend, whereas 
the latter snapped off comparatively short and 
brittle. The enormons size to which the Dong- 
las Fir attains here is something wonderful, yield- 
ing spars of over 300 feet in length, and the 
symmetry of which has already elicited the ad- 
miration- of connviseurs at home, (This colony 
‘also possesses a great advantaye in the acces- 
sibility of its pine forests., With a seaboard 
. stretching 500 miles northward, pierced by in- 
nomerable - inlets, sounds, arms and rivers, it 
would not be too much to assert that we could 
supply the markets of the world for the next ten 
yeurs without penetrating:two miles into the in- 
terior. Upon the slopes on either side of these 
inlets, which constitute excellent harbors, grow 
unbroken groves of majestic firs, which could 
either be shipped as spars or cat up into deals 
with marvellous facility. tis gratifying to know 
that this dormant source of so much wealth is. 
already attracting attention. A beginning, 
though upon a small seale, has been made. Dur- 
ing last year lumber was exported to the aggre. 
gate value of $42,593, and comprising the follow. 
ing kinds and quantities :~

And 
yet the prospect of lumber operations upon ‘an 
extensive scale is immediate, Capt. Stamp, a 
gentleman who represents’ art “English company 
with o capital of £100,000, has recently had an 
interview with our Governor Mpon the subject, 
and is now engaged in exploring the coast for 
the most desirable site to establish mills and en- 
gage inthe manufacture of lumber and spars, 
Althongh it is highly probable that Burrard In- 
let will be the choice, yet oar Jocal contemporary 
is quite prematare in asserting) that it hag ‘been | 
selected, It is hardlpneeessafy for us to express 
the hope that the Government will meet Capt.
